In claim 5, on line 1, "prism" has been changed to "prisms". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach an electronic imaging system, among other features, comprising a sensor 
with a first color region, a second color region, and a third color region; and a prism 
system comprising a first prism with a first index of refraction overlying the first color 
region to direct light of first color to the first color region; a second prism with a second 
index of refraction overlying the second region for directing light of second color to the 
second color region; and a third prism with third index of refraction overlying the third 
color region for directing light of third color to the third color region. The prior art also 
fails to teach a method to form an electronic imaging system comprising the steps of 
forming a plurality of light sensors on a semiconductor wafer; and forming a plurality of 
prisms overlying the sensors wherein each prism having an index of refraction, a height 
and overlying one of the sensors for directing light of a color to the associated sensor.
